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Continuation of 1 1* does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant argues that the H5E reference 
does teach or suggest, for each error generated by one or more functions executed in each of two or more threads in the multithread 
program, store an error trace element in a memeory storage area specific to the corresponding thread, as is recited in claims 1. Claim 1 
does not include the lanaguage of " for each error generated by one or more functions executed in eash of two or more threads in the 
multithreaded program", therefore such argument is considered out of the scope of the claim limitation. The Applicant further argues that 
Lowen does not teach or suggest that a new instance of a "logger" is constructed for each thread. The examiner asserts that claim 
lanaguage of claim 1 does not show such limitation. The claim lanague of claim 1 recites, "...store an error trace element in a memory 
storage area specific to the thread..." One memory area used by many different threads is a specific memory for each thread. Under this 
interpretation, this is a one-to-many mapping of the'memory area to threads. For each thread to store errors, there is one specific memory 
area to store them. 

Regarding the Applicant's argument that the Examiner fails to state a prima facie rejection; and claims 9, 31 , 47, and 51 is improper. The 
purpose of Office Action is communicate the discovered reference with the Applicant, the examiner believes that people with ordinary skill 
in the art would be able to understand the reason provided for the rejection of claim 1 would have provided sufficient evidence for the 
claimed invention in claims 9, 31 , 47,and 51 . If the Applicant reguires further explanation, an interview can be arranged.. 
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
